JUBILEE 87 


And that's:no misprint. 90 years ago Deddington, and no doubt the rest of 
England, was celebrating the 50th Jubilee of Queen Victoria's Accession. 

For this issue your friendly neighbourhood historian has decided to upsticks 
from his familiar medieval haunts and come right up to date - bang into the 
i9th century. 


Thanks to the excellent local newspapers we can follow the town's doings 
throughout that Jubilee year. The highlight was naturally provided by the 
celebrations in June but preparations could not start until May since there was 
so much else to organize. The great three-day “aster Bazaar in aid of the 
school and the annual Clubs Festival, at which the Foresters Court of Robin 

. Hood paraded the Great Banner of their Order, were just two of the events 


. . before the Jubilee. Later in the year there were the August Sunday School 


~ Festival with the Bodicote Band; a fete by the Volunteer Fire Brigade with 
music by the Rifle Corps band and an exhibition fire drill on the Castle ° 
Grounds; the Primrose League fete; the Conservative Smoking Concert at. the 
_ Unicorn; and a rather posh garden party in the garden and "tennis grounds” 
“of Mr. Cotton Risley. wae: casa fe 


The year began auspiciously for some, not so for others. . In the icy weather 
of January Mr. Manchip,for example, fell and injured the cap of the left knee 
rather badly. In the same month however Mr. George Coggins,.an enthusiastic 
temperance worker, was able to announce to his organization that of the 100 
pledges taken up at the last meeting of 1886. only one had been broken. Also 
in January, rather regrettably from Mr. Coggins" point of view: no'doubt, the 
football club (the D.F.B.C.) celebrated a win over Stoke Lyne with a jovial 
evening at the King's Arms “enlivened by some capital songs and recitations". 
‘At. the ‘Primrose League's Tea and Entertainment the members of the’ Deddington 
Zingara band were preening themselves on their picturesque costumes while at 
that same concert the unfortunate gentlemen singers were crammed onto a 
"twelve-inch platform, a curtain brushing their back hair while a Satie Las 
jet almost annihilated the hair on their upper lip". 


Other townspeople had more substantial thrills and disappointments. tie Apel 
‘a fire’ gutted one of the workshops of Mr. John Bennet, builder and’ wheelwright, 
despite the best efforts of the fire brigade under their Captain'Hedges. Just 
a few.weeks before, Mr. Mason of Masons Deddington Patent Axle Factory had 
received an order from Messrs, Homes of Derby for a set of axles for the new 
carriage they were building for the Queen. It gave Deddington a direct link 
with the Queen whose Jubilee they were to start planning for in their own 

good time. 


The March Vestry Meeting, in a general discussion, rejected the suggestion that 
the occasion should be marked by paving the streets of the town. The idea of 

a public dinner was adopted instead. The first meeting of the committee to 
organize it was held on 5 May, just six weeks before the celebrations were due 
_ to start. It was agreed that the dinner should be of roast beef and plum 
pudding. A proposal by Mr. Coggins that no beer should be served was passed. 
At this point, it is reported, the meeting presented a "somewhat animated 
appearance”, Three weeks later, when only £60 had been promised, the vicar 
and Mr. T,.Wells suggested that the celebrations should be confined to a meat 


.. tea for labourers and their wives. Things were not looking so good. 


At this point the people of Deddington seem to have taken a grip on themselves, 
Another meeting on 9 June decided that the public. dinner should be for all 

who cared to attend: there were to be games, of course, and in addition a 

band and, it was. hoped, fireworks. No mention is made of beer in the press 
“report but the town was divided into sections and fund raising began in earnest. 
The next two weeks must have been fairly hectic for the organizers. The 
results certainly did them credit. 


The great Jubilee parade set out after dinner on Sunday 19 June. It -was 
headed by Sergeant Harris, Trumpeter Hone and Trooper’ Ward for the Queen's 
Own Oxford Yeomanry Company, behind these three stalwarts marched the ‘band of 
the Banbury Volunteers led by Sergeant Webb. Then came members of the

Volunteer Fire Brigade, under Captain Hedges; a detachment of police led by 
Inspector Leech; the Order of Foresters under James Hopceraft; the Exhibition 
Club, led by Mr. R. C. Churchill; the Butcher's Arms Club, led by Mr. Higgs 
and a proud line of townspeople, a little out of eteD as the rousing strains 
of the band filtered faintly back to them. 


The procession wound its way round the town and filed into the church for the 
Special Jubilee Service at 3.0 p.m. By the time they were all settled the 
vicar the Rev. Mr. Boniface, had a congregation of 1,000 souls, awaiting more 
or less respectfully, his sermon on the text: "A Jubilee shall that 50th 
Year. be unto You", Leviticus xxvii. But first a loyal attempt was made to 
raise te roof by the singing of the National Anthem. - When the service was 
‘concluded the Volunteer Band, stationed under the tower, broke into the 
Hallelujah Chorus. That evening the band was heard again, stationed this 
time, perhaps rather more happily, outside the King's Arms. Fortunately for 
them the campaign to close the pubs on Sunday, waged keenly by the Temperance 
groups in the town for most of the year, had not yet. succeeded. After an hour 
of thirsty music making from the band it was the turn of the bell ringers who 
brought the day to an end with a "merry Peal" from the tower. 


Monday was, so to speak, a rest day - perhaps the.bell. ringers were early to 
bed that night. Other Deddingtonians would have been wise to. follow the 
example. The celebrations on the following day, Tuesday 21 June, started at 
‘5.0 a.m. no less, with a peal from the tower. (Readers may be relieved - or 
disappointed? = to learn that this year's peal is due to start on Saturday 
c4th, no earlier thin 3.0 p.m.) 


- However, the day in prospect was one worth being up early for. All thoughts 
of "meat teas" had been forgotten and at one in the afternoon more than 1,000 
people sat down to a public dinner in the grounds of the school. .As.a pre- 
caution against the weather a massive marquee had been erected by the builders_ 
Mr, W. L. Franklin and Mr, Bennet. The cold roast beef, from Messrs. Dodwell, 
Bolton and Lewis, was both "excellent and plentiful"....It was followed by a 
. superb plum pudding and washed down with beer and soft drinks presented Suen 
brewers take note) by Hunt !dmunds of Banbury, Hopcraft Bros. of Brackley, W 
Churchill of Deddington, Harris's of Hook Norton and the Leamington Brewery. 
When the first sitting was over 200 waiters and carvers had their meal and then 
the whole concourse ambled down to watch the sports in the Jubilee sports field 
(by thé gasworks ) kindly made available by Mr. Hawkes.’ The programme, large 
and various, included a bicycle race (still something of a novelty) and 
Grinning Through a Horse Collar, an event won, be it noted, by C. Taylor. And 
there was a Greasy Pole too, At five o'clock those who wanted them, more or 
less everybody, could take revivers in the form of "thumb bits" - the broken 
remains of the great feast made up into good "chunky" snacks. 


That evening the celebrations came to a spectacular cbse with the lighting. of 
a grand bonfire outside the village by the Banbury Road at ten o'clock and the 
letting off of rockets donated by Mr. L. M. Wynne. The blazing pyre was, 
naturally enough,: under the management of the fire brigade. ‘ 


Despite its late start the 87 Jubilee Committee and the people of Deddington 
mounted a pretty good show, “hat they would have thought of a Disco in the Bull 
Ring stretches the imagination but I hope they would have: been pleased to know 
that their own Grand Jubilee Celebration was being remembered 90 years on.

.. AND JUBILEE 35 (WITH A POSTSCRIPT ON THE 1937 CORONATION) 


By the standards of Deddington's Golden Jubilee celebrations in 1887, those 
planned to commemorate King George V's Silver Jubilee in 1935 were much more 
subdued - and the events not so well documented. (I am grateful to Mr. 

Cc. W. G. Phillips for access to the Minute Book of the Jubilee Committee and 
to Miss Mary Tibbetts for filling in some of the details.) 


No fewer than 46 committee members joined forces to do their loyal bit but 
there was not so much spare cash in these hard times. From a total of 

£67. 6s. 84. raised by a house to house collection, £15 was allocated to 
provide a "feed" for children and adults, (with much of the fare donated 

by local traders), £12 paid for sports prizes and souvenir mugs and a 1935 
6a piece for the children. The Entertainments Committee were allowed £7.10s. 
to put on a dance for the over-l6s and £2 for fireworks to accompany the 
Grand Bonfire on the Clifton Road. No less than £10 was spent on decorating 
the parish, including Clifton and Hempton, with flags and streamers. Hach 
child was given a ld flag, and prizes of £1, 10/- and 7/6d. were awarded to 
the best decorated houses. 


The day of celebration started off with the whole Jubilee Committee en bloc 
heading the procession to the combined Church service. Children's jollities 
in the afternoon included the essential ingredient, the Fancy Dress com~ 
petition with Mrs. Tibbetts picking Joan Deeley's Guardsman as the winner. 
Sports in the Castle Grounds included egg and spoon and obstacle races and 
no doubt worked up a fine appetite on a hot summer's day for the sit-down 
teas for 250 children, and then for adults, in the school. 


The Minute book does not detail what the fare consisted of, but the food 

list for George VI's Coronation celebration only two years later must give 

a good guide. High on the list were doughnuts and fancies from Messrs. Dodwell 
and Course, along with 8 gattos (sic), boiled sweets in 2 oz. bags from Mr. 

W. G. Sanders and a slab of seed cake for each child as they left for home. 
For the adults, a "meat tea” with 250 lb. of beef supplied by Messrs. Hop- 
craft and Bolton, cheese and pickle, bread and butter. Again no mention of 
beer in the official records, though on good authority beer there was, and 

in plenty. 


When the festivities were over, the Committee Secretary, Mr. George Deeley, 
was presented with "a little gift suitably inscribed,to the value of 30/-", 
and from the remainder a flag and pole were purchased for £5 and coal was 

to be given to those in need at Christmas to be distributed by the Feoffees. 


By way of postscript: early on in the planning of the 37 Coronation cele- 
brations, a Commemoration Committee was set up to provide “something of a 
permanent nature" when the meat teas and bonfires were but a memory. 
Approaches were made for sites but without success, and the committee 
resolved "to carry on indefinitely endeavouring to raise funds and find a 
suitable site for a Parish Hall which they consider the most fitting 
memorial of the Coronation." 40 years on..eeeee

PRIORY REPRIEVSD 


Mr. Clive Sanders has won his appeal against Cherwell District Council's 
refusal to allow him:to run his premises as an Ice Cream and Coffee Parlour 
instead of asa wholesale and retail confectionery business. The findings of 
a Public Enquiry were accepted by the Department of the Environment. on the 
grounds that parking facilities near t).. Parlour are good. Although there is. 
extra car traffic stopping at the premises, there are fewer lorries and many _ 
young people using the Priory are in any case young people not using cars.

I was rather dismayed to find. how few residents of the parish attended the 
open meeting of the Parish Council last Wednesday 25 May. I know that some 
people must have found it impossible to get to a meeting at 6.30 p.m. - this 
has happened to me in. previous years - but the fact that only about 4 people 
other than councillors attended, suggests that very few people care what the 
Council does or does not do. 


The Newsheet now brings month by month accounts of Parish Council meetings and 
this should mean that a better informed electorate. want to gO along to eae 
what has been done or not done during the year. 


I believe that.the Council needs to be aware that people do ‘take an intelligent — 


interest in what they are going. If they are to do the kind of job that we 
want them to do and that they have stood for election to do, they need the 
spur of knowing that people can be both critical of and grateful for what is 
done by t om. 


As there is only. one’ open meeting in a year, I ‘think that some of us could 
perhaps make a resolution that we would try to go along and observe Parish 
Council meetings occasionally as well as going to the open meeting each 
year. That is my resolve anyway - how about you?

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NOTES ON THE ANNUAL PARISH MEETING, 25 May 1977 


This is the meeting at which members of the public can raise any matter of 
Parish Council business with Councillors. 


Betty Hill, architect and former Councillor, wanted to know if any new procedure 
has been adopted to enable a planning applicant to speak in favour of his 
application during the course of a meeting. The concern arose as a result of 
the last PC meeting (NEWS May 1977) when Mr. O'Neill, who had declared interest 
in an application from Triprocus Properties Ltd, to build a pair of cottages 
fronting on to the Tchure, was asked to stay at the meeting to answer questions 
from councillors, The Chairman said that, whereas no member of the public 

has the right to speak at meetings, anyone may do so if asked by the Council. 

The case referred to was regarded as special as there were many queries relating 
to the development. The two letters of objection to the scheme had been 
received only the day before the meeting, too late for circulation to councillors. 


Mr. Ward said that he had discussed the proposals in detail with the ‘objectors 
so that their side could be represented in the discussion. Mr. Drake felt 

that a good precedent has been set and all interested parties should attend 

the discussions so that they could be asked to speak if it was thought necessary. 
Mrs. Sansome said that her enquiries at the local Association of Parish | 
Councils indicated that they had acted wrongly in asking Mr. O'Neill to take 
part in the discussion. The matter is to be raised again at the next Parish 
Council meeting. 


Mr. Chris Isaac of Hempton asked if anything had been done about 8 half- 

chain allotments at: the east end of the site which have not been cultivated 

for some considerable time. Having raised the subject of allotment allocation 
with the Council several times over the last year without satisfactory response, 
he wanted to know exactly what rules do apply to the management of the allot- 
ments. The Chairman confirmed that an allotment holder can be given notice 

to quit if the ground is left uncultivated after 3 months. This matter is 

also to be put on the next PC Agenda. 


Mr. Isaac then asked whcther any progress had been made on the Football Club's 
plan to build a Community Sports and Social Club on the Castle Grounds (NEWS 
October 1976). Mr. Welford said that the proposed scheme tad turned out too 
costly, and more moderate plans were needed. Grants were available from 
several bodies, but the contribution required from the Football Club itself 

was more than they could raise. A major problem was the length of the approach 
road and therefore the cost of electricity and sewerage services etc. An 
alternative site nearer services would prove cheaper. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING OF THE PARISH COUNCIL: 25 May 1977 


The first job of the meeting was to elect a new Chairman for 1977/78. The 

two nominations were Mr. Ken Garrett and Mr. Donald Welford. Voting was 6 = 6, 
and with Mr. Garrett then abstaining, Mr. Welford was elected Chairman and 

Mr. Garrett Vice-Chairman. 


. A letter has been received from the Deddington Royal British Legion Club Ltd. 


expressing disappointment and surprise that thcir application for grant aid 
towards financing their Club extensions has been turned down. (NBEIUS April 
1977). They regard the development as long overdue and of benefit to the 
Parish. Mr. Phillips is to meet Club representatives on site to try to clarify 
the problem of ownership of the land. 


Election of a Councillor to fill the “‘acancy: Mr. Welford said that dis- 
appointment had been felt in some quarters as to the contents of the notice 
posted on the Town Hall board on 27 April, (i.e. that the option of a Poll 

had not been included). Mr. Phillips said that he felt his job was to cir- 
cularise Councillors with all relevant information, which he had done, rather 
than the public. The May issue of the NEWS had covered all possibilities 

quite adequately. Mr. Welford confirmed that Mr. Phillips had not been 

legally obliged to publish full details, but perhaps he ought to have done. 
Councillors should decide whether they had acted wrongly, whether the NEWS 

report was adequate publicity, and whether they should continue with the election. 


12 Over 


Mr. Garrett's proposal that the election should continue was carried. In 
the final round of voting, Mr. Clifford Collin and Mr. Brian Fuller both had 
six votes, a recount produced the same figures, and it was then decided to 
hold the election again at the next meeting. 


Castle Grounds Play Equipment: an estimate has been received from Mr. D. 
Howe for £385 for repairs to the swing, slide and roundabout in the Castile 
Grounds.. Mr. O'Neill felt the estimate was fair, and as the Council's insur- 
ance policy may well be invalid following Wicksteed's inspection and report, 
Councillors felt the work should be carried out urgently. 


Letters from Mr. and Mrs. John Webber on the Footpaths issue (NEWS May 1977) 
had been circulated to Councillors. Mr. Welford said he had sympathy with both 
sides in ’the problem, with both farmers and walkers, But the Parish Council 
had neither the power nor resources to make any impact on its own, the job 

tad to. be tackled on a national scale, and it was agreed that no further - 
action could be taken. 


Planning Application: consent has been refused for the development of 27 
houses at Clifton. 


Application no. 456, Sansome, The Old Bakery, change of use of study to shop: 
Mr, Ward said that in view of Mr. Clive Sanders' problems over change of use

All the food was given by the 
tenants and this meal will never be forgotten by all who partook of it. 


Despite the weather we had a Fancy Dress parade before the meal for children 
and adults, which was well patronised, and each child received a Coronation. 
nuge Sports for all ages took place on the following Saturday afternoon, 
besides a walking football match for men which was very much enjoyed. If any 
man ran at-all-he was disqualified. At that time there were no bungalows at 
the Paddocks and that piece of ground was where we held our “ports and Games. 
Besides these events we had a Knock-out Darts competition which carried on for 
several weeks. Usually man and wife were partners whether they could play or 
not. There was a barrel of beer in one of the passageways for refreshments, 


There was also a Garden competition for the best front garden in the Paddocks. 
This was won by Mr. Frank Tarling. A very successful firework display took 
place on the Saturday evening. When we finally settled up our account we had 
3/6d. over and that was sent to the National Children's Homes.

.. HEMPTON NEWS 


Since the last iten of Beno News, a number of things have been happening in 
the village. — 


At the end of April a very successful Jumble Sale was held. In spite of the 
difficulties of space, £40 was raised by this. £35 of the profit had already 
been given in advance to the Jubilee Fund. On May the 5th an open meeting was 
held in the old schoolroom to discuss the dangers of the gap. 30 residents 
were present and after-a full discussion of the problems, chaired very expertly 
by Mr. Riley, a former resident of Hempton, it was decided to put certain 
proposals before the Parish Council. It is hoped that these will be included 
on the next agenda for the Council meeting in June. ~ 


At the end of April the Thursday Club started in Hempton. This is a group 
meeting in the Church Schoolroom each week. “Mothers with young children in 
Hempton come together for a cup of tea and chat. The Club has begun to buy a 
few toys for the children to play with and, now the weather is getting better, 
they are able to meet and use both the hall and the grass outside. So far. the 
Club -is being very successful in attracting a large number of mothers with 
children and members intend, with the help of the P.C.C. to make curtains 

for the Hall. They have already made thelell much more attractive for 
everyone to use. 


The area around the Church has been and will be regularly cut. The public 
seat has been varnished and the church yard fence temporarily mended. The 
Residents’ Association are getting a quote for timber to make full repairs

BUSINESS MATTSRS 


When I came to Deddington twenty years ago the A.A. handbook gave the popu-= 
lation as just under 1,000; now it is 1,500. That is remarkable growth in 
such a short time. Although the Oxfordshire Structure Plan does not envisage 
growth on the scale that Bloxham has seen, thank goodness, there is no reason 
why the population should not reach the 2,000 mark of a hundred years ago during 
the next two decades. Perhaps this is the key to Deddington's present: commer- 
cial prosperity at a time when bankcruptcies in the country generally. have 
reached an all-time high and many of our town centres have empty shops and 
business premises. That is not to say that our traders have not been affected 
by the present economic situation and the. heavy burden of Government legis- 
lation and taxation. They have also had to weather the competition from the 
supermarkets and. so called discount stores and endure the difficulties of 
obtaining small quantities of stock at sensible prices. Some people are 
looking more closely at these modern "bargains" now that petrol is so expensive 
and parking so difficult and costly, apart from the time consumed. If local 
shops and services are not supported they will cease to exist! 


A wide variety of goods and services are obtainable in the village but there 
are a few gaps. Mr. Shaw’s chemist shop was a great loss and it is no longer 
possible fora man to get a haircut. T’.: removal of the bank a few years ago 
is also an inconvenience, The travelling fresh fish shop was very useful 
while .it lasted, but we still have the fried variety. 


The closing of our secondary school was a blow but has been partly compensated 
for by the opening of the new health centre and the playgroup. What have they . 
to do with commerce? Well they bring people into the village which promotes 
trade. The healthy continuance of our primary school is Similarly important, 
The same argument holds for additional business activities: as, for example, 
while a visitor is doing the rounds of t* antique shops he may spend elsewhere, 


Of course farming has always been the backbone of Deddington's commercial 
life and many of the other activities like the smith, wheelwright, farrier, 
carpenter, miller and the markets existed because of it. Nowadays with so 
much mechanisation fewer hands are needed and it is essential that other 
industries provide a proportion of local employment. If they don't we shall 
find tt we are no longer a balanced community but predominently a. retired 
one, a commuting one, or a weekend cottage one? 


Here is an unofficial list of the estimated employment provided within the 
Parish, including Clifton and Hempton of course.

The working proportion of the Parish probably numbers about 550 so over half 
are employed within the Parish. This leaves in the rest of the population 
about 400 children and young people still receiving education and about 550 
retired persons and housewives to complete the 1,500. 
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If we are to maintain this healthy state there will need to be about 100 new 
jobs by the time the population reaches 2,000. Where can these jobs arise? 
There are the gaps mentioned - banking, chemist, hairdressing. Perhaps a 

new educational or social use may be found for the Windmill School site or 
maybe that will make way for additional housing. Farming is a stable industry 
which is unlikely to employ more. The hotels and catering etc. section can 
only expand a little in existing premises so unless a new establishment opens 
there is not likely to be great development. Small retail outlets are generally 
declining so we shall be lucky to retain what we have. Professional services 
will probably be fairly steady as increases in the private sector will be 
offset by decreases in the public sector = i.e. education with its declining 
numbers and: health with its need to keep costs down. The building industry 
might employ more v. a the present crisis is over but most firms will be wary 
of overdoing things in view of past experiences. Garages and Transport can 
expand a little but high fuel prices are likely to be a restricting factor. 


This leaves the manufacturing industries which is possibly where we must look 
for the greatest expansion. Nothing very large of course, but a continuation 
of the growth in cottage industries that has taken place in recent years. It 
would be nice to see a forge return to the village and perhaps some specialist 
clothing maker. In 1623 there were 9 tailors, 5 mercers, 4 glovers, 2 weavers, 
1 fuller and 1 collar-maker! Some modern light industry such as we already 
have would also be welcome, 


Any new enterprises, as well as existing ones, may well experience planning 
difficulties when the village is designated a conservation area, as it undoubt- 
edly will be in due course. In 1974 the newly formed Cherwell District Council 
took over the Oxfordshire County Council's responsibility for formulating plans 
for new conservation areas. Several villages, including Adderbury and Bloxhan, 
accepted the Council's proposals, Deddington Parish Council, however, opposed 
the plan to make 80% of the village a conservation area as it was thought that 
Deddington deserved to be treated as a whole unit - especially as the main 
part excluded was the part where local authority building had taken place and 
where further expansion is likely. 


The. past history of our County and District Councils is not over bright in 
conservation matters. It was made quite clear that no money would be available 
for improvements like the restoration of our timber framed town hall, although 
within the Civic Amenities Act (now incorporated into the Planning Act), there 
are provisions for grants. When the proposals come up again, it will be 
possible to consult other villages nearby to see how theyhave been affected 

and it must be hoped that this will coincide with an improved financial climate. 


Years ago a trader's main concern was with the "Market" in which he sold his 
wares but today his survival is more dependent upon whether he can cope with 
the bureaucracy of central and local government. He must satisfy the Inland 
Revenue, the Customs and Excise (VAT), the Health Authorities, the Fire Service 
and all the Acts relating to employment, safety, price controls, planning, 
trade descriptions etc. etc. A large part of his turnover and much of his 

time will go on these matters and it may often be some small addition to the 
load which breaks the camcl's back and forces a business to close. It was 

to help traders resist some of these pressures locally that the Deddington 
Chamber of Trade was formed two years ago. It is now affiliated to the National 
Chamber of Trade which is consulted by Government Departments when legislation 
is tabled. 


Let us hope that in this Jubilee year the Queen will restrain her ministers 
from clogging the wheels of commerce, as trade has always been at the root of 
civilized living, and in return we will wish her another 25 years of peaceful 
reign.
